All  prifoners  may  be  detained  in  the 
lazarette  till  examined  by  the  Apothecary ; 
and  if  neceffary  in  the  judgment  of  the  Apo- 
thecary, may  be  wafhed  from  head  to  foot. 


The  clothes  of  all  prifoners  may  be  burnt, 
if  neceffary ; in  which  cafe  the  County  lhall, 
on  the  difcharge  of  fuch  prifoners,  procure 
them  fuch  other  decent  clothing  as  fhall  be 
judged  neceffary : or  the  clothes  of  the  pri-

All  prifoners  fhall  be  obliged  to  wear  the 
clothes  provided  by  the  county,  if  ordered 
fo  to  do  by  two  Vifiting  Juftices. 

The  prifoners  fhall  conduct  themfelves  at 
all  times  with  a decent  regard  towards  the 
Magiftrates,  Sheriffs,  Chaplain,  Apothecary, 
Governor,  and  other  Officers  y and  fhall  obey 

them  in  all  their  lawful  commands,, 

\ < -* 

All  prifoners  fentenced  to  hard  labour, 
apprentices,  fervants,  lewd  women,  idle  and 
diforderly  perfons,  and  vagrants,  fhall  be  ob- 
liged to  work,  at  fuch  work  as  the  Juftices 
fhall  think  fit  from  time  to  time  to  order.  All 
the  laft  mentioned  prifoners  fhall  be  allowed 
fuch  fhare  of  their  earnings  as  the  General 
Quarter  Seffions  fhall  from  time  to  time  think 
proper. 

All  perfons  confined  for  debt,  if  inclined 
to  work,  may  be  employed,  on  application  to 
the  Governor,  at  fuch  trade  as  may  be  thought 
expedient-,  a proper  place  allowed  them-,  and 

one  third  of  the  net  profits  of  their  earnings 

fhall 
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(hall  be  received  by  the  Governor  for  the  ufe 
of  the  county. 

The  Vifiting  Juftices  fhall  have  power  to 
withdraw  from  any  prifoner  who  refufes  to 
work,  the  benefit  from  the  funds,  and  to  re- 
fufe  a certificate  when  difcharged,  or  any 
other  indulgence. 

The  Governor,  by  the  order  of  two  Vifit- 
ing Juftices,  may  employ  with  their  own  con- 
fent  any  prifoners,  as  fervants,  overfeers,  or 
afliftants,  in  the  management  of  the  work, 
and  the  care  of  their  fellow  prifoners,  inftead 

of  confining  them  to  their  daily  labour.

There  fhall  be  provided  and  kept,  at  the 
county  expenfe,  in  each  cell  the  following 
articles,  for  the  ufe  of  the  prifoners  confined 
therein  j 


A ftone  chamber  pot, 

A leather  or  wooden 
bucket, 

A bedhead, 

A canvafs  or  wadd  hair 


mattrafs,  filled  with  draw 
or  chaff,

Two  blankets,  and 
A rug. 


And  each  prifoner  fhall  be  allowed  to  have 
his  own  bedding,  in  addition,  provided  the 
fame  are  clean  and  wholefome.

The  Governor  (hall,  at  the  county  expenfe, 
provide  for  each  common  room  half  a bufhel 
of  coals  per  day  during  the  fix  winter  months, 
and  provide  thofe  rooms  with  neceflary  fur- 
niture. 

The  following  charges  for  lodging,  bed- 
ding, &c.  are  allowed  to  be  received  by  the 
Gaoler,  and  brought  to  account  for  the  ufe  of 
the  county.

No  perfon,  but  5n  company-  with  a 
Magiftrate,  the  Chaplain,  the  Sheriff,  Under 
Sheriff,  or  Governor,  or  by  a written  order 
from  a Juftice,  in  which  fhall  be  expreffed  the 
name  of  the  perfon  to  be  admitted,  fhall  be 
admitted  to  vifit  a prifoner  after  fentence. 

The  hours  of  admittance  to  debtors  and 
other  prifoners,  fhall  be  between  nine  in  the 
forenoon  and  twelve  at  noon,  and  two  and  four 
in  the  afternoon,  from  Lady- Day  to  Michael- 
mas-, and  between  the  fame  hours  in  the  fore- 
noon, and  one  and  three  in  the  afternoon, 
from  Michaelmas  to  Lady- Day* 

Every  prifoner,  who  during  confinement 
fhall  have  conformed  to  the  above  rules,  been 
induftrious  and  obedient,  and  fhewn  any  ex- 
traordinary diligence  or  merit,  will  have  the 
protection  of  the  Magiftrate,  and  receive  from 
him  a certificate  of  fuch  good  behaviour,  for 
which,  and  for  his  or  her  difcharge,  no  fee 
fhall  be  taken.

No  prifoner  labouring  under  any  acute,  or 
dangerous  diftemper  at  the  determination  of 
his  imprifonment  (unlefs  at  his  own  requeft) 
fhall  be  difmiffed  out  of  the  prifon,  till  the 
Apothecary  fhall  certify  that  it  is  proper  and 
fafe  fo  to  do.

No  perfon  employed  in  the  prifon  fhall, 
direCHy  or  indirectly,  take  to  his  or  her  ufe 
any  fee,  gratuity,  or  emolument,  on  account 
of  the  faid  prifon,  from  any  perfon  whomfo- 
ever  •,  nor  be  concerned  in  any  employment 
whatfoever,  fave  only  fuch  as  fhall  be  connect- 
ed with  the  Gaol  and  the  prifoners,  nor  in 
fupplying  any  articles  of  confumption  to  the 
prifoners. 

There  (hall  be  a fchool,  for  the  purpofe  of 
inftruCting  prifoners  in  reading  and  writing 
every  Sunday,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Vifiting  Juftices,  the  Chaplain  and  Gover- 
nor, and  under  the  immediate  infpeCtion  of 
the  Chaplain  ; to  which  fuch  prifoners  as 
fhall  be  approved  of  may  be  fent. 

Thofe  prifoners  who  can  read  may  be  in  the 
fchool  together ; and  thofe  who  cannot  may 
be  brought  one  or  more  at  a time  to  the 
fchoolmafter ; and  then  taken  back  to  their 
courts  or  cells  refpeCtively. 

If  any  debtors  exprefs  a wifli  to  be  in- 
ftruCted,  they  may  be  admitted,  and  a fepa- 
rate  table  and  feats  be  provided  for  them.

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week  days,  a Vifiting  Juftice  may  order  the 
fame.  The  expenfe  of  the  books  for  the 
fchool  to  be  paid  by  the  fcholars,  out  of  that 
part  of  the  earnings  which  is  appropriated 
to  the  County. 

Every  debtor  who  fhall  offend  againft  any 
of  thefe  rules,  or  be  guilty  of  any  other  im- 
proper condud,  may  be  puniflied  by  with- 
drawing part  or  the  whole  of  his  gratuity, 
confinement  to  his  cell,  abatement  of  diet,  or 
by  removal  to  the  refradory  ward,  at  the 
difcretion  of  a Vifiting  Juftice. 

Ordered,  that  every  male  debtor  (as  far  as 
the  conftrudion  of  the  prifon  will  admit) 
fhall  have  a feparate  bed  room  ; it  fhall  be 
furnifhed  at  the  county  coft,  with  a bedftead, 
a mattrafs  filled  with  hair,  chaff,  or  ftraw,  a 
blanket,  a rug,  and  a coarfe  linen  or  hempen 
fheet  *,  and  in  cafe  he  hath  the  means  of  pro- 
curing for  himfelf  any  additional  comfort, 
(beyond  the  county  allowance)  in  bedding, 
linen,  or  other  neceftaries,  he  fhall  have  and 
ufe  the  fame,  without  paying  any  fee  or 
charge  whatfoever  to  the  Governor  or  other 
Officer;  but  fuch  additional  bedding,  linen, 
or  clothes,  fhall  firft  be  examined,  to  fee 
that  they  are  not  in  a foul  or  impure 
ftate,  or  improper  for  admiffion. 


That 
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That  any  debtor  inclined  to  work  {hall  be 
employed  on  application  to  the  Governor, 
allowing  a third  part  of  his  earnings  to  the 
county ; or  if  he  can  have  means  of  labour 
brought  to  him  from  without  the  prifon,  he 
may  work  without  the  interference  of  the 
Governor,  or  the  payment  of  any  fee  whatso- 
ever ; provided  only,  that  the  materials  or 
tools  Shall  neither  from  their  bulk  or  nature 
be  unfit  to  be  admitted  into  the  prifon. 

That  debtors  fhall  be  permitted  to  fend  for 
or  have  brought  unto  them,  at  feafonable  and 
regulated  hours,  any  vi&uals  or  clothing  ; but 
in  refpedt  to  liquor,  that  no  prifoner  (hall  be 
allowed  either  to  fend  for,  or  to  drink  more 
than  one  pint  of  wine  or  one  quart  of  beer 
(above  the  value  of  one  penny  per  quart)  in 
any  one  day,  or  24  hours  5 and  the  Governor 
is  ftri&ly  charged  to  fee  that  this  regulation  is 
adhered  to,  according  to  its  intention,  and 
without  collufion  *,  and  if  any  prifoner  fhall  be 
detedfed  in  making  ufe  of  the  name  of  any 
other  prifoner,  for  the  purpofe  of  obtaining 
any  greater  portion  of  fuch  ftrong  beer  or 
wine,  the  prifoner  confenting  to  lend  him  his 
name,  and  the  prifoner  ufing  it,  fhall  be  ren- 
dered incapable  of  receiving  a certificate  of 
good  behaviour,  and  the  Governor  fhall  be 

required 
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required  to  remove  him  from  the  Magiftrates 
Ward. 

That  a divifton  of  the  debtors  prifon  {hall 
be  fet  apart  for  the  irregular  and  contumacious 
debtors,  and  for  fuch  as  refufe  or  negied  to 
adhere  to  the  rules  propcfed  by  the  Magiftrates 
and  fandioned  by  the  Judges:  it  fhall  be 
called  the  refractory  or  common  ward , and  the 
prifoners  confined  in  this  divifton  fhall  be  con- 
fidered  as  withdrawn  from  all  county  allow- 
ance, and  from  every  indulgence  or  aftiftance 
intended  by  the  Magiftrates  for  poor  and 
unfortunate  debtors. 

That  if  any  debtor  fhall  be  guilty  of  drun- 
kennefs,  profane  curfing  and  fwearing,  irre- 
verent condud  at  chapel,  or  difrefpedful  be- 
haviour to  the  Chaplain  or  Governor,  or  fhall 
afiault,  quarrel  with,  ufe  abuftve  words,  or 
defraud  his  fellow  prifoner,  or  fhall  wilfully 
wade,  fpoil,  or  deftroy  any  goods  belonging 
to  the  County,  committed  to  his  care  to 
manufadure,  or  fhall  attempt  to  efcape  or 
confpire  with  any  other  perfon  fo  to  do,  or 
fhall  in  any  other  way  behave  himfelf  in  adifor- 
derly  manner,  he  fhall  be  confidered  as  offend- 
ing  againft  the  rules,  orders,  and  bye-laws, 
laid  down  for  the  good  government  of  the 
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prifon,  and  fhall  be  removed  into  the  refrac- 
tory or  common  ward. 

That  every  prifoner  who  during  his  con- 
finement fhall  have  fubmitted  to  the  regula- 
tions with  a decent  refpedt  and  attention, 
and  who  hath  not  been  guilty  of  fwearing  or 
drunkennefs,  of  any  attempts  to  acquire  more 
liquor  than  is  allowed,  or  of  other  diforderly 
practices,  fhall  receive  a certificate  of  fuch 
good  condudt  from  the  Chaplain,  or  any  one 
Yifiting  Juftice,  or  the  v_.haplain  and  Gover- 
nor, which  certificate  fhall  be  a difcharge  of 
all  and  every  fee  payable  to  the  Keeper  or 
Gaoler,  (except  thofe  for  extra  bedding,  and 
for  the  room  in  the  Keeper’s  houfe.) 

It  is  expe<5led  and  required  of  all  female 
debtors,  that  they  conform  to  fimilar  rules 
and  regulations,  as  are  provided  for  the  male 
debtors.

SECTION  I. 


PREAMBLE* 

The  Juftices  in  Seffions  fhall  appoint  a 
Governor,  Tafkmafter,  and  other  Officers, 
for  Houfes  of  Corredfcion  and  Penitentiary 
Houfes,  and  fix  their  falaries  •,  and  may  remove 
them,  and  appoint  others  in  their  ftead,  and 
alter  the  falaries.  Officers  fhall  give  fecurity 
to  fuch  perfon  as  the  Juftices  fhall  from  time 
to  time  appoint  for  the  performance  of  their 
duties,  and  may  be  fined,  as  by  the  adt  of 
7 James  I.  c.  4*  or  17  Geo.  II.  c.  5. 


If  the  Keeper  of  the  Houfe  of  Corredlion, 
being  removed  by  order  of  Seffions,  refufes  to 

quit 
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quit  poffeftion  upon  notice  figned  by  the  Clerk 
of  the  Peace  for  48  hours  after  fuch  notice 
delivered  to  him,  the  Sheriff*  (hall  remove 
him  by  warrant  from  two  Juftices,  in  the  fame 
manner  as  upon  a writ  of  habere  facias 
pojfejjionem . 

II.  Juftices  in  Seflions  fhall  make  rules  and 
orders  for  receiving,  feparating,  clafling,  di- 
eting, cloathing,  maintaining,  employing,  re- 
forming, governing,  managing,  treating,  and 
watching  all  offenders,  during  their  confine- 
ment in  Penitentiary  Houfes  * and  in  making 
fuch  rules,  they  fhall  have  regard  to  the  difei- 
pline,  provifions,  and  directions  directed  by 
the  aCt  of  19  Geo,  IIL  c.  74;  which  rules 
and  orders  fhall  not  be  valid  until  confirmed 
by  the  Juftices  of  Affze  *,  the  Juftices  in 
Seffions  may  from  time  to  time  alter  the 
faid  rules  and  orders,  which  alterations  fhall  be 
confirmed  by  the  Juftices  of  Aftize:  nothing 
to  extend  to  deprive  convicts  of  any  allowance 
auth.orifed  by  any  law  for  the  fupport  of 
convicted  prifoners. 

III.  Governors  of  Houfes  of  Correction  and 
their  affiftants  have  the  fame  powers  therein  as 
a Sheriff  and  Gaoler  have  in  a Gaol,  and  are 
anfwerable  for  any  efcape } fhall  hear  complaints 

for 
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for  difobedience  of  orders  of  the  Houfe,  affaults 
by  one  perfon  confined  in  fuch  Houfe  upon 
another,  profane  curfing  and  fwearing,  inde- 
cent behaviour,  abfence  from  Chapel,  or  ir- 
reverent behaviour  when  there,  and  idlenefs, 
or  negligence  in  work,  or  wilful  mifmanage- 
ment  of  it;  and  fhall  examine  and  punifh  the 
offenders,  as  by  the  ad  of  19  Geo.  III.  c.  74, 
viz.  by  clofe  confinement,  and  keeping  them  » 
upon  bread  and  water  for  any  time  not  exceed- 
ing three  days. 

The  Governor  fhall  report  to  Vifiting  Juftices 
all  other  offences;  and  the  faid  Juftices  fhall 
inquire  upon  oath,  and  determine  and  punifh 
the  fame  by  flight  whipping,  or  repeated 
whippings,  or  confinement,  not  exceeding  one 
month.  If  perfons  ordered  to  hard  labour 
break  prifon,  or  efcape  in  conveyance  to  the 
fame,  or  if  any  perfon  aflift  in  refcuing,  or  if 
any  affiftantpermit  any  efcape,  or  aflift  therein, 
(though  no  efcape  be  made)  fuch  perfon  fhall 
be  punifhed  in  fame  manner  as  directed  by  19 
Geo.,  III.  c,  74. 

IV.  Proviftons  for  efcape  directed  by  19 
Geo,  III,  c.  74.  extended  to  this  ad. 


V.  Juftices 
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V.  Juftices  in  Seffions  {hall  appoint  at  every 
Seffions  two  or  more  Viiiting  Juftices. 

VI.  Rules,  orders  and  regulations  {hall  be 
made  as  bye  laws  for  government  of  Gaols, 
for  feparating  and  clafting  prifoners,  for 
enforcing  orderly  behaviour,  and  fecuring  to 
them  humane  treatment  from  the  Gaoler 
and  fervants,  as  dire&ed  by  32  Geo.  II.  c.  28  9 
and  24  Geo.  III.  c.  54. 

VII.  Courts  may  order  offenders  fentenced 
to  tranfportation  to  hard  labour  until  they 
/hall  be  tranfported. 

VIII.  The  Governor  {hall  make  a return 
to  the  Judges,  Clerk  of  Affize,  or  other  proper 
Officer,  on  the  firft  day  of  every  Aftize,  of  the 
ftate  of  the  prifon,  &c. 

IX.  Vifitingjuftfce  or  Juftices  {hill  examine 
and  fign  the  fame,  and  ma'ce  obfervations 
thereon,  berore  the  fame  is  delivered. 

X.  Perfons  under  tranfportation /hall  befepa- 
rated  from  other  priloners,  as  far  as  conveni- 
ently may  be. 


XI.  If 
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XI.  If  the  Gaol  be  not  in  a date  to  afford 
feparation,  agreeable  to  the  Ad  of  24  Geo.  III. 
c.  54.  f.  4.  the  Gaoler  {hall  report  to  the  Grand 
Jury  at  the  Aflize,  till  means  of  reparation  are 
effeded.

XII.  After  reciting  the  19  Cha*  II.  c.  4. 
whereby  it  is  enaded.  That  the  Juftices  in 
Seflions  fhould  provide  a ftock  for  prifoners  to 
work  at  the  County  charge  *,  and  provide  per- 
fons  to  overfee  and  fet  poor  and  needy  perfons 
committed  for  felony  or  mifdemeanors  to 
work,  and  bring  the  profits  to  account ; punifh 
abufes,  beftow  profits  upon  them  for  their  re- 
lief, and  make  and  alter  orders  from  time  to 
time  *,  but  no  parifh  fhould  be  rated  above 
fixpence  in  the  pound  for  defraying  the  expenfe. 
This  fedion  enads  that  the  fame  lhall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  favour  of  prifoners  willing  to  work  ; 
and  that  Juftices  may  at  feflions  order  the  pay- 
ment of  any  fum  for  carrying  the  fame  into 
effed. 


XIII.  After  reciting  the  14EI1Z.  c.  5,  and 
3 2 Geo.  II.  c.  2 8 , whereby  fome  provifion  is  made 
for  prifoners,  but  not  fufficient,  and  that  the 
health  of  prifoners  is  frequently  affeded  for 
want  of  neceflary  food,  fo  as  to  make  them 
incapable  of  labour  when  releafed,  and  that  it 

is 
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is  thought  neceflary  to  have  a further  pro- 
vifion,  “ It  is  enaded,  that  Juftices  in  Sefli- 
ons  may  order  any  fum  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
County  Rate  to  prifoners  who  cannot  work,  or 
procure  employment  fufficient  to  fuftain  them, 
and  fuch  food  and  raiment  as  they  fhall  think 
neceflary  for  the  fupport  of  health.” 

XIV.  Vifiting  Juftices  fhall  report  to  Judges 
of  Aftize  any  extraordinary  diligence  or  merit 
which  they  may  approve  of  i n any  offender,  which 
Judges  may  recommend  fuch  offender  to  royal 
mercy,  and,  if  his  Majefty  pleafes,  may  fhorten 
fuch  offender’s  confinement',  and  Viliting 
Juftices  may  reward  the  offender,  by  giving 
him  clothes  or  money,  fo  as  the  fame  be  not 
more  than  20s.  nor  lefs  than  5s.  if  fuch  offender 
have  been  confined  one  year,  and  fo  in  propor- 
tion for  any  fhorter  term,  to  be  paid  by  the 
County  Treafurer.

XV.  Juftices  in  Seftions,  within  one  year 
after  the  pafling  this  ad,  (hall  fettle  a Table 
of  Fees  to  be  taken  by  the  Gaoler,  and  may 
alter  the  fame,  in  the  whole  or  part.  A copy 
thereof  fhall  be  hung  up  in  every  Court  of 
Afllze  and  Seflions,  and  fhall  be  given  to  the 
Gaoler,  and  be  hung  up  in  the  prifon  * which 
T able  of  Fees  fhall  be  conformed  to.  J uftices 

may 
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may  grant  Salaries  to  the  Gaoler  in  lieu  there- 
of, and  may  alter  the  fame  from  time  to  time, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  County  Rate.  Juftices 
may  ftipulate  fuch  falary  as  a condition  for 
obferving  rules. 

No  regulation  fhall  affed  the  Sheriff  in  com- 
miffion  at  the  time  of  making  the  fame,  or 
his  officers,  unlefs  by  confent  of  the  Sheriff  by 
writing  under  his  hand  *,  and  no  falary  fhall  be 
paid  out  of  the  County  Rate  to  any  woman  or 
other  perfon  incapable  of  executing  the  office 
in  perfon. 

XVI.  Two  Juftices  may  by  warrant  of  dif- 
trefs  levy  all  penalties  by  fale  of  the  offender’s 
goods,  which  (unlefs  otherwife  directed)  fhall 
be  paid  to  the  County  Treafurer,  and  be  ap- 
plied to  the  purpofes  of  the  ad  ; and  for  want 
of  diftrefs  the  Juftices  may  commit  fuch  of- 
fender to  prifon,  for  any  time  not  exceeding 
three  months,  nor  lefs  than  one. 

XVII.  Juftices  who  may  convid  any  perfon 
fhall  draw  the  convidion  in  the  form  prefcribed 
by  this  ad,  or  to  that  effed. 

XVIII.  Perfons  may  appeal  to  the  Quarter 
Seffions  within  four  months,  giving  feven  clear 

davs 
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days  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  and 
entering  into  recognizance  with  two  fureties  to 
try  the  fame,  abide  by  order,  and  pay  cofts. 
Juftices  lhall  hear  and  determine,  and  award 
cofts,  and  their  determination  be  final.

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SUBSCRIPTIONS 

TO 

DIFFERENT  FUNDS. 

There  fhould  be  a charity  box  with  three 
divifions-,  over  the  fir  ft,  the  following  words 
fhould  be  painted,  “ For  the r elief of  poor  Debtors  ” 
over  the  fecond,  “ To  encourage  penitence , induf- 
try , and  orderly  behaviour  in  criminal  prif oners*” 
and  over  the  third,  “ General purpofes  of  prifon 
Charities  ” which  box  fhould  be  opened  every 
County  Quarter  SefTions,  and  difpofed  of  under 
the  direction  of  the  Court. 

Perfons  difpofed  to  contribute,  fhould  not 
give  money  to  the  prifoners  themfelves  who 
beg,  but  put  their  benefactions  into  the  divi- 
fion  of  the  box  belonging  to  the  perfon  fuch 
benefactor  would  wifh  to  relieve. 

There  fhould  be  an  annual  voluntary  fub- 
feription,  “ For  the  relief  of  poor  debtors  a 
fecond,  “ To  encourage  penitence , indujlry , and 
orderly  behaviour  in  criminal  prifoners  and  a 
third,  44  For  the  general  purpofes  of  prifon  cha - 
rity” 


A fub- 
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A fubfcription  book  Ihould  be  kept  in  the 
lobby  of  the  Governor’s  houfe,  and  the  mo- 
ney paid  to  him  Ihould  be  accounted  for  to 
the  County  Sellions. 

In  this  book  fhould  be  entered  an  account  of 
all  monies  received  and  dilburfed  by  the  County 
Sellions,  which  Ihould  be  at  all  times  open  to 
the  infpeCtion  of  perfons  inclined  to  examine 
the  fame. 

All  perfons  at  a diftance  defiring  to  contri- 
bute thereto,  Ihould  fend  the  fame  to  the 
Governor. 

Benefactors  to  a particular  prifoner,  Ihould 
exprefs  their  intention  at  the  time  of  fubfcrib- 

ing* 

I hefe  funds  Ihould  be  printed  and  publilhed 
at  the  difcretion  of  the  County  Sellions,  and 
recommended  to  public  protedion. 
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COURTS  OF  JUSTICE.

All  falaries  fliould  remain  in  arrear  a quarter 
of  a year  at  the  leaft,  as  a fecurity  for  the  good 
condudt  of  the  perfons  to  whom  they  are.

The  Sheriff  and  his  Deputy  ffiould  ocea- 
iionally  vifit  and  enquire  into  the  {fate  and 
treatment  of  the  prifoners  committed  to  his 
cuftody,  and  enter  fuch  obfervations  as  they 
think  proper  in  the  Vifiting  Juftices  Book. 

No  woman,  or  other  perfon  incapable  of 
executing  the  office  in  perfon,  ffiould  ever  be 
appointed  Gaoler.

The  Sheriff  ffiould  have  a reafonable  and 
fatisfadtory  fecurity  from  the  Gaoler. 

The  day  of  execution  of  the  fentence  upon 
capital  offenders,  (where  no  other  time  ffiall 
be  exprefsly  airedied)  ffiould  be  on  the  Satur- 
day fortnight  next  after  the  commencement  of  every 
Jffize . 

The  execution  ffiould  be  on  the  place  ap- 
propriated *,  and  performed  in  the  forenoon  ; 
the  alarm  bell  ffiould  alfo  be  tolled  previous 
thereto.

No  perfon  in  the  Houfe  of  Correction,  ex- 
cept ill,  and  by  order  of  an  apothecary,  fhould 
be  allowed  any  unneceffary  gratification  of  his 
appetite,  either  by  prefents  from  friends,  or 
for  his  money.

Occafional 
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Occafional  diminution  of  provifions  is  a 
mode  of  correction  attended  with  no  bad  con- 
fequences  to  health,  and  may  often  be  ufed  as 
an  incitement  to  induftry. 

Seclufion  means  entire  feparation,  during 
the  night,  and  that  in  the  day  intervals  of 
communication  fhould  be  fhort  and  interrupt- 
ed, and  under  the  eye  of  the  keeper,  and  that 
all  continued  hours  of  work  fhould  be  folitary . 

Solitary  confinement  ought  to  be  obferved 
for  very  ferious  cafes  only,  and  applied  with 
due  difcretion. 

The  mod:  common  materials  mud  receive 
fome  additional  value  from  the  labourer  em- 
ployed to  make  them  up  into  the  mod  com- 
mon forms  *,  forting  rags  is  worth  fome  price. 
In  the  Poor  Houfe  at  Wyndham , in  the  courfe 
of  the  year  1790,  an  infirm  old  man,  and  a 
woman,  with  a child  at  her  bread,  earned  half 
their  fubfidance,- by  fhaping  dicks  into  handles 
for  children’s  whips,  which  were  fold  to  the 
toy-makers.  Neither  the  abfolute  value  of 
the  work  produced,  nor  the  proportion  it  bears 
to  the  maintenance  of  the  workman,  is  the 
principal  objecfl  ^ the  point  is,  that  he  fhould 

be 
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be  employed , whether  more  or  lefs  ufefully  de- 
pends on  the  ingenuity  of  thofe  who  fet  him 
to  work  •,  and  the  profit  of  it  is  a local  concern; 
but  it  imports  the  public  that  he  fhould  work, 
let  the  value  be  ever  fo  trifling.  There  are, 
however,  fo  many  little  articles  of  conftant 
ufe,  and  made  of  materials  that  are  found 
every  where,  that  every  human  being  between 
infancy  and  decrepitude  may  be  employed 
with  fome  fmall  advantage.  If  it  were  an 
indifpenfable  rule,  that  every  prifoner  mujl 
work , thofe  who  muft  bear  the  expenfe  would 
foon  find  means  to  make  that  work  turn  to 
account. 

Every  perfon  adjudged  to  confinement,  and 
every  perfon  committed  to  the  Houfe  of 
Correction,  (ficknefs  only  excepted)  fhould  be 
kept  to  conftant  work,  and  receive  only  the 
diet  of  the  Houfe. 

The  fame  ftriCtnefs  is  neceflary  with  refpeCt 
to  diet  in  a Gaol,  as  in  a Houfe  of  Correction  •, 
and  no  indulgence  ought  to  be  permitted,  ex- 
cept in  ficknefs,  beyond  the  ftated  courfe  of 
the  Gaol. 

# Every  circumftance  with  refpeCt  to  fepara- 
tion  of  the  prifoners  on  criminal  charges  from 

each 
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each  other,  applies  as  ftrongly  to  the  Gaol  as 
the  Houfe  of  Corredtion  : and  with  regard  to 
thofe  who  are  convidted  of  capital  offences,  or 
fentenced  to  imprifonment,  a ftridter  degree  of 
feclufion  is  undoubtedly  neceffary. 

With  refpedt  to  the  labour  of  the  prifoners, 
who,  as  objedts  of  criminal  juftice,  are  confined 
in  the  County  Gaol,  the  cafe  feems  to  require 
a very  different  confideration  from  that  of  the 
prifoners  committed  to  the  Houfe  of  Correc- 
tion: thefeare  generally  perfons  brought  there 
by  reafon  of  their  idlenefs  and  its  immediate 
confequences  : /pare  diet  and  work  is  the  pro- 
per medicine  for  them.  Criminals  of  a more 
depraved  habit  may  require  a different  treat- 
ment and  it  is  neceffary  to  diftinguifh  the 
different  claffes  of  perfons  who  are  ufually 
found  in  the  calendar  of  a Gaol.  Some  are 
placed  there  merely  becaufe  they  are  poor  and 
unknown  •,  perhaps,  without  a fufpicion  of 
crime,  they  are  bound  over  to  give  evidence, 
and  having  no  perfon  to  anfwer  for  them,  are 
committed,  to  fecure  their  teftimony : this  is 
not  an  unknown  cafe,  but  it  is  fingularly  hard  ; 
and  a man  under  fuch  circumftances  is  entitled 
to  every  fair  indulgence.  His  work,  in  the 
eafieft  way,  fhould  certainly  be  encouraged, 

as 
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as  a benefit  to  himfelf,  and  he  is  entitled  to  ali 
the  earnings  of  it.  The  accomplice  who  has 
been  admitted  a witnefs  does  not  ftand  in  fo 
favourable  a light ; all  he  can  expebt  is,  to  be 
treated  as  an  accufed  perfon.  To  both  thefe 
claffes,  and  to  all  who  are  committed  for  fuch 
caufe  as  might  have  fent  them  equally  to  an 
Houfe  of  Correction,  the  fame  regulations 
as  to  work,  which  would  have  prevailed 
there,  fhould  be  applied.  Perfons  condemn- 
ed to  be  tranfported,  or  under  a fentence  of 
imprifonment  for  a term,  fhould  be  encouraged 
to  work,  by  the  hopes  of  the  leflening  the 
term  of  their  punifhment ; if  to  the  latter  fen- 
tence it  is  added,  that  they  (hall  be  kept  to  hard 
labour , the  means  fhould  be  provided  of  feverer 
work. 

From  thofe  who  are  tinder  a capital  fentence 
nothing  further  can  be  required.  The  refulc 
is,  that  to  every  clafs  (except  the  mofl  unfor- 
tunate) fome  fpecies  of  work  is  adapted  •,  and 
the  mere  employment  leflens  the  horrors, 
without  difpofing  the  mind  to  think  lightly  of 
the  reftraint  of  a Gaol.  If  this  fyftem  could 
be  eftab  lifted  fully,  it  would  have  more  per- 
manent effedl  to  reform  the  offender,  and  to 
deter  others,  than  tranfitory  public  examples; 

and 
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and  we  might  hope  fpeedily  to  erafe  fromf  the 
law  a number  of  capital  fentences,  which  a 
Judge  is  obliged  to  pronounce,  when  the 
greater  part  of  the  audience  know  they  are  not 
meant  to  be  put  in  execution  ; leffening  there- 
by the  impredion  which  fuch  fentences  ought 
to  make,  when  the  law  fhould  be  armed  with 
all  its  terror,  f 
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VISITING  JUSTICES. 

By  the  Salop  Gaol  Adi,  2 6 Geo.  III.  c-  24, 
p.  27,  f.  45,  The  County  Juftices  fhall  at 
every  Michaelmas  Seffions;  and  by  31  Geo, 
III.  c.  74,  at  every  Seflions,  appoint  two  or 
more  Juftices  Vifitors  for  the  New  Prifon, 
who  fhall,  either  together  or  ftngly,  perfonally 
vifit  and  infpedt  the  fame,  at  leaft  three  times 
in  each  quarter  of  a year,  and  oftner  if  occafton 
lhall  require  •,  and  fhall  examine  into  the  ftate 
of  the  beddings,  the  behaviour  and  condudt  of 
the  refpecftive  officers,  the  treatment  and  con* 
dition  of  the  prifoners,  and  the  amount  of  their 
earnings  *,  and  in  matters  of  preffing  neceffity, 
and  within  the  powers  of  their  commiffion  as 
Juftices,  fhall  take  cognizance  therein,  and  pro- 
ceed to  regulate  and  redrefs  the  fame ; and  at 
every  General  Quarter  Seffions  fhall  make  a 
report  in  writing  of  the  ftate  and  condition  of 
the  faid  prifon,  and  of  all  abufes  therein;  and 
the  chairman  fhould  call  upon  the  faid  Vifitors 
for  fuch  report.  And  it  is  further  declared 
lawful  for  every  Juftice  of  the  Peace  for  the 
faid  County,  or  any  Borough,  Town  corpo-

rate,  liberty,  or  franchifes  of  his  own  accord, 
and  without  being  appointed  a Vifitor,  to  enter 
into  the  faid  prifon,  and  to  examine  the  fame 
when  and  as  often  as  he  fhall  think  fit ; and  if 
he  (hall  difcover  any  abufes  therein,  he  fhould 
report  the  fame  in  writing  at  the  next  County 
General  Quarter  Seflions ; and  every  fuch  re- 
port fhould  be  taken  into  immediate  confide- 
ration  by  the  Juftices  at  the  faid  Seflions,  who 
lhould  take  the  mofl  effectual  meafures  for 
enquiring  into  and  rectifying  fuch  abufes,  as 
foon  as  the  nature  of  the  cafe  will  allow. 

The  Vifiting  Juftice  fhould  fee  that  the  fe- 
veral  prifoners  are  in  their  proper  diftridt,

In  cafe  any  breach  be  made  in  the  faid 
prifon,  or  other  cafualty  or  accident  happen, 
whereby  it  fhall  be  rendered  unfafe,  the  fame 
fhould  be  fufficiently  repaired  for  fafe  cuftody, 
by  order  of  one  or  more  Juftices  of  the  Coun- 
ty, who  fhould  report  the  fame  to  the  next 
Seflions,  where  the  Juftices  fhould  order  pay- 
ment of  the  fum  expended  in  fuch  reparation.

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He  fhould  enquire  into  the  caufe  of  com- 
plaint and  punifhment  inflicfted  by  the  Gover- 
nor on  any  prifoner*  and  in  conjunction  with 
any  other  Juftice,  whether  a vifitor  or  not, 
annul,  confirm,  or  add  to  fuch  punifh- 
ment,  and  fhould  enter  and  fign  their  deter- 
mination in  the  vifiting  book. 

He  fhould  examine  the  reports  of  the  Chap- 
lain, Apothecary,  and  Governor,  and  make 
obfervations  thereon. 

He  fhould  particularly  examine  prifoners  in 
folitary  confinement,  and  fee  that  the  effect  be 
not  too  feverej  and  if  it  be,  in  conjunction  with 
any  Vifiting  Juftice,  on  a certificate  from  the 
Apothecary,  fhould  order  a proportionate 
mitigation. 

He  fhould  order  proper  employment,  books, 
or  writing,  as  the  cafe  may  be,  to  prifoners  in 
folitary  confinement.

No  greater  or  other  allowance  of  victuals, 
clothing,  liquor,  bedding,  or  other  thing, 
fhould  be  allowed  to  prifoners  by  the  Vifiting 
Juftices  than  what  is  fixed  by  the  rules,  unlefs 

it  appears  very  neceflary,  and  then  only  to 

fuch 
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fuch  as  are  ftri&ly  obedient  to  order,  and  pay 
for  the  fame,  if  fuch  prifoner  be  able  fo  to  do. 

No  prifoner  committed  for  punifhment 
fhould  be  allowed  any  unneceflfary  gratification 
of  his  appetite,  either  by  prefents  from  friends 
or  for  his  money.

If  the  Vifiting  Juflices  fhould  at  any  time 
obferve,  or  be  fatisfadtorily  informed  of  any 
extraordinary  diligence  or  merit,  in  any  of  the 
offenders  under  their  infpe£tion,  they  fhould 
report  the  fame  to  the  Judges  at  the  next  or 
any  fubfequent  Gaol  Delivery,  to  be  holden 
for  the  County  in  which  fuch  offender  was 
convi&ed,  in  order  that  fuch  Judges  may,  if 
they  fhall  think  proper,  recommend  fuch 
"offender  to  Royal  mercy,  in  fuch  degree,  or 
upon  fuch  terms,  as  to  them  fhall  feem  meet. 

The  Vifiting  Juftice  fhould,  on  the  dif- 
charge  of  all  prifoners  on  account  of  their 
being  actually  and  fincerely  reformed  in  man- 
ners, give  a certificate  thereof,  and  deliver  to 
fuch  prifoners  their  own  or  other  decent 
clothing,  with  fuch  fum  of  money  out  of  the 
County  flock,  not  exceeding  20s.  nor  lefs  than 
5s.  if  they  have  been  in  confinement  for  one 
year,  and  in  proportion  for  any  ihorter  term,

If  fuch  prifoner  fhould  be  able  to  procure 
any  reputable  mafter  of  a fhip,  manufacturer, 
or  tradefman,  hufbandman,  or  other  fubftan- 
tial  houfekeeper,  to  take  fuch  offender  into 
fervice,  if  at  the  end  of  one  year’s  uninterrupt- 
ed fervice,  fuch  mafter  or  miftrefs  ftiould  give 
fuch  offender  a certificate,  fetting  forth  that 
fuch  offender  has  ferved  him  or  her  foberly 
and  honeftly  during  the  year,  and  that  he  or 
(he  were  content  with  fuch  offender’s  fervice, 
the  Vifiting  Juftices  fhould  allow  fuch  fum  as 
a reward  for  fuch  good  conduct  as  to  them 
fhould  feem  proper,  from  the  fubfcription 
fund,  and  procure  by  order  of  Seftions  a fum 
of  money  at  leaft  equal  to  what  was  allowed 
at  the  difcharge  of  fuch  prifoner,  from  the 
County  flock. 

N.  B.  This  laft  certificate  fhould  be  wit- 
neffed  by  the  minifter  of  the  parifh  where 
fuch  mafter  or  miftrefs  refide,  who  fhould 
teftify  that  he  believes  the  contents  of  the 
certificate  to  be  true,  and  fhould  add,  that 
the  offender  hath  been  regular  in  attendance 
on  divine  fervice.

CHAPLAIN. 

A CLERGYMAN  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land  fhould  be  appointed  by  the  Juftices 
in  Seflions  Chaplain,  with  a Salary  of  70I. 
per  annum,  who  fhould  perfonally  attend,  and 
read  in  the  Chapel  Morning  Prayers  twice 
a week  to  the  prifoners ; and  on  every  day 
from  the  day  of  condemnation  of  any  prifoner 
to  the  fecond  day  after  execution,  both  days  in- 
clufive;  and  fhould  read  the  Service  of  the 
Church  of  England,  and  preach  a Sermon  every 
Sunday,  Chriftmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday  ; 
and  fhould  read  in  the  Chapel  fuch  parts  of 
the  General  Rules  as  moft  immediately  relate 
to  the  condud  and  behaviour  of  the  prifoners, 
once  at  lead  in  every  three  months. 

He  fhould  attend,  at  all  feafonable  and  con- 
venient times,  every  prifoner  who  fhall  require 
his  fpiritual  advice  and  afliftance  •,  and  fhould 
enter  fuch  obfervations  as  he  thinks  proper  in 
the  juftices  vifiting  book. 

As  inftrudion,  both  moral  and  religious, 
fhould  be  promoted  by  habitual  attention,  by 
ail  the  means  which  the  fituation  of  a prifon 

will 
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will  admit  of,  he  fhould,  by  order  of  the 
Sefiions,  be  provided  with  a fufficient  quantity 
of  moral  and  religious  books,  to  diftribute  to 
fuch  of  the  prifoners  as  he  fhould  judge  to  be 
in  a ftate  to  be  benefited  thereby. 

He  fhould  adminifter  the  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord’s  Supper  at  all  times  to  fuch  perfons  as 
are  fit  to  receive  it,  and  do  particularly  requeft 
the  fame  •,  and  he  fhould  adminifter  the  Sacra- 
ment of  the  Lord’s  Supper  in  the  Chapel,  to 
all  prifoners  who  fhould  be  inclined  to  receive 
the  fame,  upon  the  Sunday  after  Michael- 
mas, Chriftmas-day,  Eafter-day,  Whitfunday, 
or  the  Sunday  next  after  any  of  thefe  days. 

He  fhould  be  the  only  minifter  permitted  to 
vifit  any  prifoner,  unlefs  any  fuch  prifoner 
fhould  declare  himfelf  of  any  religious  perfua- 
fion  diftenting  from  the  dodtrine  of  the  eftab- 
lifhed  Church  of  England  ; and  then,  upon 
the  requeft  of  fuch  prifoner,  a minifter  of 
fuch  perfuafion,  approved  of  by  a Vifit- 
ipg  Juftice,  fhould  - be  permitted  to  vifit 
him ; provjued  fuch  minifter  do  not  preach 
to,  or  attend  any  other  perfon  not  of  luch 
faith  and  perfuafion  •,  the  name  of  fuch  minif- 
ter, and  that  of, the  prifoner  whom  he  is  to 

yifit,  fhould  be  entered  in  the  Juftices  vifitin^ 
bopk.

He  Ihould  attend  any  Juftice  vifiting  the 
prifon,  if  defired. 

He  fhould  refide  in  Shrew/bury , or  the 
fuburbs,  and  fhould  not  undertake  any  other 
duty  that  will  prevent  his  regular  difcharge  of 
the  duty  of  the  prifon,  without  confent  of  the 
Juftices  in  Seftions  •,  and  fhould  confider  the 
duty  of  the  prifon  as  his  principal  employ- 
ment. 


He  fhould  enquire  into  the  ftate  of  mind  of 
every  prifoner,  and  particularly  thofe  in  foli- 
tary  confinement  i and  if  there  fhould  be  any 
reafon  to  believe  that  it  is  affedled  by  the  dis- 
cipline or  diet  of  the  prifon,  he  fhould  certify 
the  fame  in  writing  to  the  Governor ; who 
fhould  obey  the  order  in  refped  thereof,  until 
the  next  attendance  of  two  Vifiting  Juftices, 
who  fhould  enquire  into  the  cafe,  and  give 
orders  accordingly. 


He  fhould  daily  attend  every  prifoner  under 
fentence  of  death  *,  and  fhould  likewife  attend 
every  fuch  prifoner  at  the  place  of  execution. 


In  cafe  of  abfence  by  ficknefs,  or  any  necef- 
fary  engagement  allowed  by  two  Vifiting 

Juftices,  he  fhould  appoint  a proper  perfon 

(being 
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(being  a clergyman  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land, approved  of  by  two  Vifiting  Juftices)  as 
his  fubftitute,  who  fhould  obferve  the  rules 
for  the  regulation  of  the  office  of  Chaplain. 

He  fhould  fee  that  proper  books  of  inftruc- 
tion,  and  materials  for  writing  when  wanted, 
be  ordered  in  writing  in  a book,  which  fhould 
contain  orders  for  the  fchool.  That  fire, 
when  wanted,  be  alfo  ordered. 

He  fhould  examine  the  fcholars  in  the 
Church  catechifm.

He  fhould  fign  the  weekly  report  of  the 
attendance  on  the  fchool,  and  its  progrefs,  and 
deliver  the  fame  to  every  County  Quarter 
Seflions. 

He  fhould  make  a propofal  to  the  Debtors 
from  time  to  time  to  attend  the  fchool.

The  Apothecary  fhould  be  appointed, 
with  a falary  of  50I.  per  annum,  in  full  for  all 
attendances  and  medicines  furnifhed  for  the 
prifoners,  excepting  the  attendance  of  a phy- 
fician  if  deemed  neceflary  ; and  the  Juftices 
for  the  County,  at  their  General  Quarter 
Sefifions,  may  from  time  to  time  remove  him, 
or  vary  his  falary. 


He  fhould  in  perfon  vifit  the  patients  every 
day*,  examine  every  perfon  on  admiflion;  fee 
every  prifoner  confined  within  the  prifon  once 
a week  at  the  lead ; enquire  into  the  date  of 
his  or  her  body  and  mind  *,  and  if  there  fhould 
be  any  reafon  to  believe  that  the  one  or  the 
ether  is  afFedted  by  the  difeipline  or  diet  of 
the  prifon,  he  fhould  give  fuch  dire&ions  in 
writing  to  the  Governor,  as  he  diall  judge  the 
cafe  to  require  ; and  the  Governor  fhould  ob~ 
ferve  them  until  the  next  attendance  of  two 
Vifiting  ]udices,  who  fhould  enquire  into  the 
cafe,  and  give  orders  accordingly.

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He  fhould  eater  at  every  vifit,  the  time  of 
vifiting,  with  his  obfervations  and  directions, 
in  his  vifiting  book,  and  fhould  fign  fuch 
entry. 

He  fhould  attend  at  all  times  upon  the 
requed  of  every  Juftice,  Sheriff,  Chaplain, 
or  Governor. 

He  fhould  call  in  a Phyfician,  Surgeon,  or 
Midwife,  when  necefiary ; and  fhould  order 
in  his  vifiting  book  fuch  diet,  linen,  bedding, 
clothing,  and  other  neceffaries  for  the  patient, 
as  he  fhall  judge  proper  ; and  fhould  order  ail 
prifoners  in  a date  improper  to  remain  with 
the  others,  by  reafon  of  any  complaint,  to  be 
removed  into  the  Infirmary  or  other  proper 
place,  having  a view  to  the  fafe  cutlody  of 
the  prifoner,  and  fhould  deliver  a copy  of  fuch 
order  to  the  Governor,  which  fhall  be  con- 
fidered  as  a fufficient  authority  to  him  to  pro- 
vide the  fame,  and  fhall  pafs  as  a voucher  for 
the  article  in  his  accounts.

He  fhould  report  at  each  Afiize  and  Seflions 
for  the  County,  and  alfo  at  every  Borough 
Seflions  it  defired,  the  date  and  condition  of 
the  prifon  and  prifoners.

of  200I.  per.  ann.  and  one  fhilling  per  head, 
per  mile,  land  meafure,  for  the  conveying  of 
convicts  *,  in  confederation  of  which,  he  fhould 
difcharge  the  whole  duty  of  Gaoler,  Keeper, 
and  Governor.

He  fhould  give  a reafonable  and  fatisfa&ory 
fecurity  to  every  Sheriff. 

• All  Governors  of  Houfes  of  Correction 
fhould  give  fecurity  for  performance  of  their 
duty,  by  31  Geo.  III.  c,  46,  f.  1.  and  are 
fineable  for  mifconduCt,  by  7 James  I.  c.  4 
and  17.

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He  fhouid  execute  his  office  in  perfon;  Duty, 
fhouid  fee  every  prifoner  in  his  cuftody  at 
leaft  twice  in  every  twenty-four  hours  ; fhouid 
examine  every  cell,  to  fee  that  no  attempt  has 
been  made  to  efcape  ; ffiould  attend  the  pri- 
foners  with  the  other  refident  officers,  fervants 
of  the  houfe,  or  fuch  of  them  as  can  be  fpared 
from  their  employment  and  are  not  prevented 
by  illnefs,  during  the  time  of  divine  fervice  ; 
fhouid  be  prefent  at  distributing  the  bread  ; 
fhouid  not  abfent  himfelf  from  the  prifon  for 
anight,  without  permiffion  of  a Juftice,  fig- 
nified  to  him  in  writing,  and  a memorandum 
thereof  entered  and  figned  by  fuch  Juftice 
in  the  vifiting-book,  unlefs  in  the  execution 
of  any  part  of  his  duty,  or  fome  unforefeen 
accident  fhall  happen,  which  he  fhouid  ftate  in 
the  fame;  but  no  fuch  leave  of  abfence  fhall 
excufehim  from  being  anfwerable for  the  efcape 
of  any  prifoner,  or  other  mifcondud,  which, 

as  Gaoler,  he  is  or  fhall  by  law  be  anfwerable 

for. 

He  fhouid  appoint  as  many  affiftants  under  Affiiianu. 
him  as  he  final  1 think  neceflary,  with  the  con- 
fent  of  the  Seffions. 

He  fhouid  fix  upon  fuch  fignals  of  alarm  Signals  of 
as  may  be  underftood  by  the  officers  of  the  AUrm‘ 

prifon  ;

He  fliould  fee  that  the  prifon  feales  and 
weights  are  preferved  for  the  ufe  of  the 
prifoners.

He  fhould  not  permit  any  dogs,  pigs, 
pidgeons,  or  poultry,  to  be  kept  within  the 
prifon,  except  his  own  dog  ; and  he  fliould 
fee  that  all  filth  be  carried  away  without  the 
walls  once  a day  at  leaft,  and  that  all  rags  be 
inftantly  burnt. 

Pie  fliould  keep  an  accurate  account  in  a 
book  of  the  name,  age,  trade,  place  of  birth, 
flature,  complexion,  hair,  eyes,  and  every 
particular  mark  of  every  refpedtive  prifoner; 
bodily  eftate  ; if  married,  what  family  ; by 
whom  committed;  for  what;  date  thereof; 
from  what  parifli  committed ; punifliment  to 
be  inflidled ; when  put  to  work  ; work  and 
behaviour ; earnings,  and  expenfes ; court, 
with  the  number  and  fize  of  the  cell ; when 
difeharged,  or  how  difpofed  of ; with  a column 
for  obfervations;  which  account  fliould  be 
made  up  and  fettled  at  every  County  Seflions. 

He 
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He  fhould  at  the  end  of  every  fuch  account 
report  the  ftate  of  the  building,  having  pre- 
vioufly  examined  the  fame  the  week  preceding 
each  Seflions*,  and  get  a reputable  architect, 
or  builder,  to  view  the  prifon  and  examine 
the  ftate  thereof,  in  the  Eajier  and  Michaelmas 
weeks  every  year,  and  report  the  fame  in 
writing  under  his  hand,  with  an  eftimate  of 
the  expenfe  of  the  repairs,  to  the  following 
Seftions  ^ for  which  fuch  architect,  or  builder, 
fhould  be  allowed  the  yearly  furti  of  Two 
Guineas.

He  /hould  deliver  to  the  Judges,  the  Clerk 
of  the  Aftize,  or  other  proper  officer,  on  the 
firft  day  of  every  Aftize,  a copy  of  fuch  ac- 
count, the  fame  being  firft  examined  and  figned 
by  a Vifiting  Juftice,  who  fhould  annex  thereto 
fuch  obfervations  on  every  particular  therein 
contained  as  he  fhall  think  fit.  31  Geo.  III. 
c.  46,  f.  89. 

He  fhouid  deliver  to  the  Chairman  at  every 
County  Michaelmas  Seftions,  a certificate,  ac- 
cording to  the  form  preferibed  by  the  ftatute 
relating  to  the  execution  of  the  fevcral  afts  for 
the  Regulation  of  Prifons. 

He  fhould  enter  in  a book  every  fum  received 
for  bedding,  difeharging  aftions  upon  procefs,

capias,  latitat,  or  execution  ; certificate  of  the 
want  of  a declaration,  &c.  in  order  to  fue  out 
a writ  of  fuperfedeas,  and  every  other  fum  he 
{hall  receive,  and  account  for  the  fame  every 
Seffions. 

There  fhould  be  provided,  at  the  County 
expenfe,  for  each  male  cell, 

A coat,  a waiftcoat,  a pair  of  breeches,  two 
fhirts  vvith  one  fleeve  and  collar  of  blue  check, 
two  pair  of  ftockings,  one  pair  of  fhoes  or 
wooden  clogs,  one  hat,  and  one  woollen  night 
cap : and  for  each  female  cell,  garments  of 
the  fame  colour.  When  any  are  deficient,  he 
fhould  report  the  fame  to  the  Vifiting  Juftices. 

The  letter  of  the  court,  and  number  of  the 
cell,  fhould  be  affixed  on  the  fleeve  of  the  coat  or 
gown,  in  yellow  cloth,  in  fome  confpicuous  part. 

The  clothing  fhould  be  of  the  cheapefl: 
fort  of  woollen  cloth,  made  without  plait,  with 
one  pocket,  and  in  pieces  of  yellow  and  drab. 

He  fhould  fee  that  the  prifoners  rife  at  the 
firft  ringing  of  the  bell  in  the  morning  (except 
in  cafe  of  age  or  ficknefs,  of  which  the  Apo- 
thecary fhould  judge)  which  fhould  be  at  fix 
o’clock  in  the  fummer,  and  day-light  in  the 

winter  s 
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winter  •,  and  that  they  (unlefs  he  orders  them 
to  the  contrary)  fweep  their  cells  and  their 
part  of  the  gallery,  wafh  the  fame  once  a week 
at  the  leaft,  empty  and  wafh  their  chamber- 
pots at  the  fink,  make  their  beds,  and  wafh 
their  hands  and  faces  5 and  at  the  fecond  ring- 
ing of  the  bell,  that  they  immediately  repair 
to  the  chapel. 

He  fhould  fee  that  the  prifoners  have  no 
accefs  to  their  cells  or  fleeping  apartments 
during  the  day,  unlefs  by  his  leave. 

He  fhould  fee  that  the  prifoners  appointed 
by  him  fweep  the  cells  and  galleries  every  morn- 
ing, and  wafh  them  once  a week  at  the  leaft.

He  fhould  fee  that  in  dry  weather  the  doors 
and  windows  of  each  cell  be  put  open,  and  the 
bedding  put  out  to  air. 

He  fhould  fee  that  the  prifoners  wafh  them- 
felves  before  they  are  locked  up  in  the  even- 
ing, which  fhould  be  at  fun-fet  in  the  fummer, 
and  twilight  in  the  winter,  except  debtors, 
who  fhould  retire  to  their  day-room  at  fun- 
fetting,  and  to  their  lodging-room  at  eight  in 
the  winter,  and  nine  in  the  fummer,  when  all 
light  fhould  be  extinguifhed,

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He  fliould  fee  that  the  prifoners  wafh  them- 
felves  from  head  to  foot,  and  bathe  when  di- 
rected by  the  Apothecary,  and  that  each  pri- 
foner  hath  clean  ftockings  at  lead  once  every 
week. 

He  fliould  fee  that  there  be  net  towels  at 
each  ciftern,  to  which  the  folitary  prifoners 
fliould  be  conducted  morning  and  evening, 
and  to  which  all  other  prifoners  fliould  have 
conftant  refort. 

He  fliould  fee  that  the  prifoners  regularly 
attend  divine  fervice  on  Sundays  and  other 
appointed  days,  and  that  they  behave  them- 
felves  with  reverence  and  decorum. 

He  fliould  every  morning  examine  every 
prifoner  as  to  the  cleanlinefs  of  his  perfon  *,  re- 
ceive the  bread  from  the  baker,  weigh  it  if 
required  by  any  prifoner,  and  diftribute  it  to 
thofe  who  fliall  appear  upon  examination  clean, 
and  who  behave  decently. 

The  allowance  of  bread  to  each  prifoner 
fhould  be  one  pound  and  a half  per  day, 
unlefs  foup  is  given,  in  which  cafe  only  three 
quarters  of  a pound  of  bread  fliould  be  al- 
lowed. 

If 
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If  he  thinks  proper  he  may  allow  any  pri-  cheefr. 
foner  who  defires  it,  cheefe,  butter,  milk, 
whey,  butter-milk,  or  potatoes,  in  lieu  of  the 
bread. 

He  fhould  allow  foup  on  Sundays  and  soup. 
Thurfdays,  made  by  any  of  the  following 
receipts,  or  any  other  at  lead  as  good,  and 
at  fuch  other  times  as  he  thinks  proper,  to 
prifoners  at  hard  labour. 

KING  of  PRUSSIA’S  SOUP. 

Half  a pound  of  Beef,  Mutton,  or  Pork,  or  a quarter 
of  a pound  of  Fat  or  Suet,  cut  it  fmall  and  put  it  into 
ten  pints  of  Water,  add  about  two  pounds  of  Turnips, 
pared  and  fliced,  two  pounds  of  Potatoes  fcraped,  all  found 
and  well  tailed,  half  a pound  of  Onions  fliced  ; boil  thcfe 
over  a How  fire,  in  an  earthen  or  call  iron  pot,  to  eight 
pints  and  a half,  thicken  it  with  a pound  and  a half  of 
Oatmeal  or  fliced  Beans,  or  Peas,  or  Barley,  and  feafon 
it  well  with  fait  and  pepper  to  your  tafle ; it  will  tafle 
richer  if  more  Onions  be  put  in  : Cabbages,  Lettuces,  or 
any  other  greens  or  roots  are  a good  addition.  The  Meat 
and  Onions  to  be  put  in  with  the  Water,  the  other  vegeta- 
bles after  it  boils ; the  Oatmeal  fhould  be  mixed  with  a 
Jittle  cold  Water,  and  put  in  when  the  Soup  is  boiling. 

A pint  or  two  of  fkimmed  Milk  is  a good  addition,  and 
put  in  a few  minutes  before  the  Soup  is  taken  from  the  fire, 
and  in  that  cafe  more  thickening  will  be  wanted.  The 
whole  fhould  be  well  Hewed  after  taken  from  the  fire. 

This  will  dine  eight  grown  perfons,  and  fhould  not  coft  in 
the  Country  above  Four-pence.

A Comfortable  Meal  for  Six  People , 

FOR  ONE  SHILLING. 

A gallon  of  Water,  half  a pint  of  fplit  Peas,  a pound 
of  lean  Beef  cut  in  pieces,  three  Potatoes,  or  more,  one 
Onion,  two  ounces  of  Rice,  with  Pepper  and  Salt,  put 
into  a pot,  and  bake  it  in  the  oven.

The  following  account  of  a cheap  food  for  the  Poor, 
has  been  fent  to  the  Bath  Society,  by  the  Rev.  H.  I. 
Crofs,  of  Trinity  College,  near  Ipfwich. 

“ Potatoes  are  cheap,  and  excellent  fubftitutes  for 
Peas,  in  Soups  and  Broths,  allowing  double  the  quantity. 
The  following  is  a receipt  for  making  a Potatoc 
Soup,  which  I have  weekly  didributed  among  the 
Poor  in  my  Neighbourhood,  to  their  great  relief.

Boil 
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Boil  the  above  ingredients  in  ninety  pints  of  Water, 
over  a flow  fire,  till  reduced  to  fixty  I have  added  the 
expenfes  of  every  article  according  to  their  prices  with  us, 
that  Gentlemen  may  perceive  how  very  cheap  they  can 
feed  fixty  of  their  poor  Neighbours.  I find  upon  experi- 
ence, that  a pint  of  this  rich  Soup,  with  a fmall  piece  of 
the  meat,  is  fufficient  to  fatisfy  ft  working  man  with  a 
good  plealant  hearty  meal.,, 


POTAJOE  BREAD. 

Take  four  pounds  of  Potatoes,  and  three  pounds  of 
Wheat  flour,  or  of  Wheat  and  Barley  flour  mixed  ; boil 
the  Potatoes  well,  having  been  well  feraped ; beat  or 
champ  them  with  or  without  a little  Milk;  mix  a few 
handfuls  of  the  Flour  with  them  ; put  in  the  barm  or 
yeafl ; fet  it  down  before  the  fire  to  raife  a ferment.  It 
muft  not  be  hot  when  the  yeafl;  is  added.  After  it  has 

flood  about  an  hour  or  more,  work  the  remainder  of  the

flour  with  it,  fo  as  that  the  whole  may  be  perfeflly  mixed. 
Let  it  ferment  well,  and  then  put  it  in  the  oven.

N.  B.  One  pint  of  the  above  Soup  to  each  Perfon, 
with  the  meat  divided,  about  two  ounces  and  a half  to 
each,  bread  feven  ounces,  and  one  pint  of  beer,  according 
to  other  Rules  or  not. 

It  may  be  found  neceflary  to  encreafe  the  meat, 
and  fome  other  articles,  in  proportion  as  the  quantity 
made  is  decreafed. 


He  fhould  allow  the  prifoners  half  an  hour 
at  breakfaft,  one  hour  at  dinner,  and  half  an 
hour  at  fupper  \ and  the  expiration  of  the  time 
fhould  be  fignihed  by  the  ringing  of  a bell. 

The  Governor,  and  all  other  perfons  con*- 
netted  with  the  prifon,  when  required  fhould 
to  the  utmoft  of  their  power  affift  in  making 
all  contratts  and  agreements,  both  for  the 
benefit  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  prifoners  and 
the  County. 

He  fhould  enter  all  orders  by  him  given  for 
neceffaries  for  the  prifon,  the  time  when  or- 
dered, 
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dered,  to  whom  given,  the  expenfe  of  the 
fame,  and  when  received,  in  a book  to  be 
kept  for  that  purpofe  •,  and  fhould  report  the 
fame,  with  all  other  accounts,  at  every  Seflions. 

He  fhould  fend  the  Sutler  to  the  town  for 
the  faid  articles,  with  a written  lift  tranfcribed 
from  the  faid  book,  and  figned  by  himfelf, 
which  lift  he  fhould  file  on  her  return,  and 
infped  the  articles  before  they  are  delivered. 

No  better  or  other  victuals,  clothing, 
liquor,  bedding,  or  other  thing  whatever,  than 
what  is  allowed  by  the  rules,  fhould  be  allow- 
ed to  any  prifoner,  except  by  order  of  the 
Apothecary  to  invalids,  or  by  two  Vifiting 
Juftices,  to  other  prifoners. 

He  fhould  fee  that  the  Infirmary  has  a fuf- 
ficient  fupply  of  fheets,  blankets,  and  other 
bed-clothing,  and  all  other  things  requifite  to 
the  recovery  of  the  patient,  according  to  the 
orders  of  the  Apothecary ; that  the  baths  be 
in  proper  condition,  and  alfo  the  lazarette  and 
purifying  room.  14  Geo.  III.  c.  59.  Salop 
Gaol  p.  19,  fi  29. 

He  fhould  fee  that  the  walls  and  ceilings  of 
the  feveral  cells,  wards,  and  every  room  ufed 

by 
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by  the  ptifoners,  both  debtors  and  felons,  be 
frequently  fcraped  and  whitewafhed,  kept 
clean  at  all  times,  and  conftantly  fupplied  with 
frefh  air  by  hand  ventilators,  or  keeping  the 
doors  and  windows  open;  that  every  prifoner 
feized  with  any  contagious  diforder  be  imme- 
diately removed  to  the  Infirmary,  or  other 
proper  place  ; and  in  cafe  of  any  putrid  and 
infedious  difeafe,  that  the  cell  from  whence 
fuch  prifoner  fhall  be  taken,  be  immediately 
cleanfed  and  fumigated.  14  Geo.  III.  c.  59. 

He  fhould,  if  it  be  found  neceflary,  or 
fhould  be  ordered  by  a Vifiting  ‘Juflice,  fee 
that  a quantity  of  quick-lime,  partly  wet  and 
partly  in  duft,  be  properly  applied,  once  a 
week  in  the  fummer,  and  once  a fortnight  in 
the  winter,  in  keeping  the  neceffaries  free 
from  offence. 

He  fhould  give  notice  to  prifoners  in  cuftody 
for  debt,  within  three  days  after  their  com- 
mitment, or  being  charged  in  execution  of  the 
Ad  26  Geo.  II I,  c.  44.  fo  as  to  make  the  fame 
clearly  and  perfedly  underftood,  under  a 
penalty  of  50I. 

No  Gaoler,  or  perfon  in  truft  for,  or  em- 
ployed by  him,  or  having  any  office  as 

affiftant. 
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afliftant,  fhould  fell,  or  be  licenfed  to  fell,  or 
have  any  benefit,  diredlly  or  indiredlly,  from 
the  fale  of  any  wine,  ale,  beer,  or  other  liquors, 
ufed  in  any  prifon.  24  Geo.  II.  c.  40,  f.  13, 
14,  15,  16.  22  Geo.  III.  c.  64,  f.  8,  9.  24 

Geo.  III.  c.  54,  f.  22. 

He  fhould  hang  up  in  the  prifon  the  17th, 
1 8th  and  19th  claufes  of  the  faid  Adi  of  24 
Geo.  II.  c.  40,  refpedting  felling  ale,  wine,  or 
other  ftrong  liquors  in  prifons. 

He  fhould  not  detain  any  perfon  committed 
to  his  cuftody  by  the  Commiflioners  of  Courts 
of  Confcience  for  debts  not  exceeding  20s. 
more  than  20  days  *,  and  for  debts  not  exceed- 
ing 4cs.  more  than  40  days ; unlefs  fuch  per- 
fon  fhould  be  found  guilty  of  fraud,  and  the 
Commiflioners,  in  confequence  of  fuch  fraud, 
fhould  enlarge  the  time  of  imprifonment  to 
30  days  for  20s.  and  60  days  for  40s.  under 
a penalty  of  5I.  to  be  levied  by  diftrefs  upon 
convidtion  before  two  Juftices  : and  in  default 
of  diftrefs,  under  pain  of  commitment  to  pri- 
fon for  two  months,  unlefs  the  penalty  fhall 
be  foonerpaid.  26  Geo.  III.  c.  38,  f.  1,  2, 
3’  4? 
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He  ihould  attend  to  the  regulations  pre- 
feribed  by  25  Geo.  II.  c.  37,  refpeding 
prifoners  condemned  for  murder,  and  alfo  to 
the  regulations  by  ftatute,  and  by  Courts  of 
Juftice,  refpeding  bankrupts  •,  the  execution? 
of  legal  procefs  ; and  the  procuring  any  affi- 
davit, or  atteftation  of  any  prifoner. 

He  fhould  hang  up  in  fome  confpicuous 
part  of  the  prifon,  the  Ad  of  14  Geo.  III. 
c.  59,  printed  in  large  and  legible  charaders, 
pafted  upon  a board. 

He  Ihould  put  up  in  fome  part  of  the  pri- 
fon, the  following  claufe  relative  to  perfons 
ordered  to  hard  labour  efcaping. 

Perfons  ordered  to  hard  labour  inftead  of 
being  capitally  punifhed,  breaking  prifon,  or 
efcaping  from  place  of  confinement,  or  in  the 
conveyance  to  the  fame,  or  from  the  perfon 
having  the  lawful  cuftody  of  them,  fhall  be 
guilty  of  felony  without  benefit  of  clergy*, 
but  in  cafe  he  has  been  ordered  to  hard  la- 
bour inftead  of  tranfportation,  he  fhall  be 
punifhed  by  addition  of  three  years  to  the 
term  for  which  he,  at  the  time  of  his  breach 
or  efcape,  was  fubjed  to  be  confined  *,  and  if 
fuch  perfon,  fb  punifhed  by  fuch  addition, 

fhall 
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fhall  afterwards  be  convicted  of  a fecond 
^fcape,  or  breach,  he  fhall  be  adjudged  guilty 
of  felony  without  benefit  of  clergy  and  anv 
perfon  refcuing  fuch  offender,  either  during 
his  conveyance  to  the  place  of  confinement,  or 
whilft  he  fhall  be  in  cuftody  of  the  perfon 
under  whofe  care  he  fhall  be  confined;  and 
any  perfon  aiding  or  afiifting  in  fuch  refctie, 
fuch  perfon  fhall  be  guilty  of  felony,  and 
may  be  ordered  to  hard  labour  for  any  term 
not  lefs  than  one,  or  exceeding  five  years;  and 
any  perfon  having  fuch  cuftody  as  an  aftiftanf, 
voluntarily  or  negligently  permitting  fuch 
efcape,  and  any  perfon  fupplying  arms,  tools, 
inftruments,  or  means  of  difguife,  or  other- 
wife  in  any  manner  aiding  or  afiifting  any 
fuch  offender  in  any  efcape,  or  in  any  attempt 
to  make  an  efcape,  though  no  efcape  be  acftu- 
ally  made,  fhall  be  guilty  of  a mifdemeanor, 
and,  being  lawfully  convicfted  of  the  fame, 
fhall  be  liable  to  a fine  or  imprifonment,  or  to 
both. 


No  perfon,  unlefs  at  the  fpecial  requeft  of 
the  prifoner,  fhould  be  admitted  to  fee  any 
prifoner  condemned  to  die,  without  an  order 
from  the  fheriff,  under-fheriff,  a magiftrate, 
the  chaplain,  or  governor  ; which  order  fhould 
not  be  granted,  but  on  making  it  appear  that

(except  murder)  fiiould  be  confined  to  the  cells 
appropriated  for  them  ; and  daily  brought  to 
air  in  the  court  belonging  to  fuch  cell,  no 
other  prifoners  being  prefent.

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From  the  time  of  fentence  of  any  convict 
the  Governor  fhould  keep  the  prifon  particu- 
larly iilent ; on  the  day  preceding  that  of  exe- 
cution, the  convicted  prifoners  fhould  be  locked 
up  two  hours  earlier,  and  the  others  one  hour 
earlier,  than  the  ufual  time. 

On  the  morning  of  the  day  of  execution, 
the  prifoners  fhould  be  let  out  of  their  cells 
for  one  half  hour,  and  on  their  return  have 
their  breakfafh 

At  the  time  of  execution,  all  the  convicted 
prifoners  fhould  be  brought  together,  but  in 
feparate  claffes,  and  fhould  be  attended  by 
Sheriff’s  men,  or  other  affiftants,  and  placed 
fo  that  they  can  fee  the  perfon  executed,  but 
not  the  populace  who  attend. 

When  the  execution  is  ended,  they  fhould 
be  conduced  to  the  chapel,  where  the  chap- 
lain, or  his  affiftant,  fhould  read  fuch  fervice 
or  difeourfe  as  he  judges  beft  adapted  to  the 
occafion ; the  prifoners  fhould  next  be  con- 
ducted to  their  cells  for  one  hour;  then,  and 
not  before,  they  fhould  eat  their  dinner,  and 
after  that  remain  in  their  cells  for  the  remain- 
der of  the  evening.

On  Sunday,  in  the  intervals  of  meals  and 
divine  fervice,  only  a few  at  a time  fhould  be 
admitted  into  the  courts,  fo  as  to  admit  of 
fome  period  of  reflexion  to  each  of  the  pri- 
foners,  during  the  ufual  time  of  being  in  the 
courts. 

On  the  Monday  following  they  fhould  return 
to  the  ufual  habits  and  rules  of  the  prifon. 

N.  B.  If  any  prifoner  fhould  appear  to  be 
too  much  afifedted  by  this  difcipline,  it  fhould 
be  moderated,  as  it  relates  to  fuch  prifoner. 

If  any  prifoner  fhould  be  guilty  of  mif- 
behaviour  during  the  execution,  &c.  fuch 
prifoner  fhould  be  confined  in  a folitary  cell. 

Prifoners  under  fentence  of  death  are  re- 
marked to  be  particularly  thirfty. — All  ftrong 
liquors  are  improper.  Souchong  tea  poured 
into  fpring  water  is  found  the  mod  proper 
beverage  on  fuch  occafions.  — Agitation  of 
mind  induces  thirft  and  fever,  which  are  befl 
allayed  by  fuch  fmall  diluting  liquor  taken 
frequently  in  a fmall  quantity. 

An  abftradt  of  the  Rules  fhould  be  printed 
in  plain  legible  characters,  and  pafted  up  in 

fome 
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fome  confpicuous  part  of  every  court  in  the 
prifon  •,  and  every  prifoner  who  fhould  tear  or 
deface  the  fame  fhould  be  punifhed. 

The  Governor  fhould  behave  with  calmnefs 
and  humanity,  yet  with  firmnefs  and  refolu- 
tion,  towards  the  prifoners,  having  always 
their  reformation  in  view. 

In  cafe  it  fhould  appear  to  the  Juftices  in 
Seffions,  that  the  Governor  hath  mifbehaved 
in  his  office,  he  fhould  be  difcharged  from  his 
employment  as  foon  as  convenient,  his  falary 
fhould  ceafe,  and  he  fhould  never  be  appoint- 
ed again.

If  the  Keeper  of  the  Houfe  of  Corre&ion 
refufe  to  quit  poffeffion,  upon  a notice,  figned 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  for  forty  eight 
hours  after  fuch  notice  delivered  to  him,  the 
Sheriff  fhould  remove  him  by  warrant  from 
two  Juftices,  in  the  fame  manner  as  upon  a 
writ  of  Habere  facias  poffeffionem.

1,  the  Juftices 
in  Seflions  jfhould  appoint  a Talkmafter,  with 
a falary  not  exceeding  40I.  per  annum,  and 
fuch  fhare  of  the  prifoners’  earnings  as  the 
Juftices  fhall  from  feflions  to  feftions  direCt. 
He  fhould  aCt  as  an  afliftant  to  the  Governor 
in  the  fafe  keeping  the  prifon  ; fhould  be 
mafter  of  the  fchool  under  the  direction  of 
the  Chaplain;  fhould  fuperintend  and  enforce 
the  labour  of  the  prifoners,  and  encourage 
induftry  among  them. 

He  fhould  not  abfent  himfelf  from  the 
prifon  without  the  leave  of  the  Governor,  and 
fhould  obey  his  orders. 

All  Tafkmafters  fhould  give  fecurity  for 
performance  of  their  duty,  and  are  fineable 
for  mifconduCt,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the 
Keeper  of  the  Houfe  of  Correction. 

7,  it  is  enaCted 
that  all  prifoners  in  the  Houfe  of  Correction

ping  ftraw,  grinding  corn  or  other  grain, 
rafping  logwood,  making  cordage,  picking 
oakum,  weaving  facks,  forting  or  chopping 
rags,  fhaping  flicks  into  handles  for  children’s 
whips,  making  fkewers  for  butchers,  and  pegs 
for  fhoemakers,  netting  towells  or  nets, 
picking  hair  for  beds,  fewing,  knitting,  fpin’ 
ning,  wafhing,  or  other  work,  to  be  provided 
by  the  County.

All  prifoners  fhould  have  the  choice  of  their 
work,  the  materials  and  implements  found 
them  by  the  County,  provided  a Vifiting 
Juftice  approves  it,  and  they  be  not  from  their 
bulk  or  nature  improper  to  be  admitted  into  a 
prifon.

All  prifoners  whofe  allowance  of  part  of 
their  earnings  is  not  fixed  by  the  rules,  fhould 
be  allowed  fuch  fhare  thereof  as  the  Sefhons 
fhall  from  time  to  time  fix. 

When  the  nature  of  the  employment  fhall 
require  many  prifoners  to  work  together,  the 
Tafkmafter  fhould  be  prefent  to  attend  to  the 
behaviour  of  them,  and  fee  that  they  do  not 
continue  together  longer  than  during  fuch 
hours  of  labour. 

He  fhould  fee  that  the  prifoners  work  eight 
hours  in  the  day,  in  the  months  of  November,
